Wet, cool weather this spring and 
early summer has been ideal for cut- | 
worms. Ray L. Janes, entomology ex- 
tension’ specialist at Michigan State 
college says that’s the kind of weath- 
er they like. 

' These fat, brown-.worms certainly 
mow off a lot of plants if they aren’t 
checked — and early too. 

Janes says the home gardener with 
a few tomato or pepper plants may 
stop their work by making stiff paper 
collars and placing them around the 
plants. Just take a piece of stiff 
paper or. cardboard and bend it a- 


round the plant, forming.a collar a- 


bout two inches in diameter. . 

Don’t make the collar too tight. Let 
the collar extend into the soil about 
a half-inch and allow it to be two or | 
three inches above the ground line. 

So there’s one way to stop the cut- 
worms ——- just fence them out of that 
plant they would like so well to mow 
down. :

Fishing Licenses 
The Same This Year 
As Heretofore 


Anglers who havn’t yet bought 
their 1947 fishing licenses need have 
no fear they missed the old bargain 
prices. 

The eeiinaevation department: is 
assuring inquirers the new schedule 
of. higher fees voted by the legisla- 
ture, if signed by the Governor, will 
become effective only on January 1, 
1948. 

The new schedule for 1948 would 
raise the general rod licence for re- 
sidents by 50 cents to. 1.50, provide 
a special $1 stamp for trout fisher- 
men. But Great Lakes fishing still 
would be free to residents, and re- 
sident anglers’ wives still could “ride 
free” on their husbands’ “tickets”. In 
1948 nonresidents would pay $2 for 
10 days, $3 for the year. 

Fishing license sales in May re- 
covered some from the slump in April 
in spite of continuing bad weather, 
but on May 31 still were seven per 
cent behind the comparable first five 
months of 1946. Partly because there 
was a beaver season a year ago and 
none this year, total revenue for the 
first five months, of 1947 is 11 per 
cent — $31,225.90 — short of the in- 
come in the first five months. of 
1947,

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Land Is the Nation’s Greatest Asset 


Pick up a handful of earth—top- 
soil, loam, ground, dirt, or give it 
any name you wish. That’s the 
land, the stuff that keeps the scales 
of history in balance and more 

often than not throws them out of 
balance. 

Japan took the road to war be- 
-cause her tiny islands could ‘not 
hold her teeming millions. Since the 
turn of the century Germany has 
precipitated two world conflicts by 
seeking lebensraum in an already 
overcrowded Furope. 

Here, in the United States, we are 
incredibly fortunate in having more 
land than we can use—a total of 
1,905 million acres which is utilized 
for six major purposes. 

Crops, pasture and’ timber take 
about 1,700 million acres, or 90 per 


the other 10 per cent, about 94 mil- 
lion acres consists of deserts, rocky 
areas, Swamps and the like; about 
85 million acres are used for parks, 
game refuges, railroads, highways 
and military tracts. Finally, there 
are approximately 13 million acres 
‘in cities and towns. 

A little over 400 million acres, 
about one-fifth of the land area, are 
used for the production of crops, 
which is something of a revelation 
in view of the tremendous agricul- 
tural output of recent years. 

But by far the largest single use 
of the land, involving over a billion 
acres, is for pasture and grazing. 
Thus, production of livestock and 
livestock products takes up well 
over half of the land area, and that 
doesn’t include cropland used for 
growing feed.

CATACLYSMIC: 
Wind and Water 


Natural cataclysms, all weather- 
borne, continued to be the rule 
rather than the exception as unruly 
winds and waters increased their 
toll in lives and property across: the 
country. 

At least 22 persons were drowned 
in Iowa, Missouri, Ohio and Oregon, 
while five more were killed by tor- 
nadoes in Pennsylvania and Ohio. 


About 22,000 persons were homeless’ 


‘and thousands of acres of fertile 
land were laid waste. Property 
damage was expected to run into 
‘millions. 

Hardest hit was Ottumwa, a city 
of 43,000 in southeast Iowa, great 
areas of which were inundated as 
the Des Moines river overflowed its 
‘banks. Between seven and 15 lives 
‘were lost, and about 6,000 persons 
' were forced to leave their homes. 


At the same time, the overburden - 


of water released from the Des 
‘Moines river sent the Mississippi on 
a levee-smashing rampage from 
‘Keokuk, Iowa, down to St. Louis, 


flooding river towns and inundating . 


‘26,000 acres of farmland. _ 

Adding to the national disaster 
scene, a tornado swooped down to 
cut a 75-mile-long path of destruc- 
tion across Ohio and Pennsylvania, 
killing five and injuring another 100 
_ persons. Tornadoes also struck at 
Winterset, Iowa, Champaign, I., 
and Chester, Okla. Julesburg, Colo., 
was. the victim of three “separate 
cyclones.

Each of the four. treaties ratified 
by the senate calls for withdrawal

the ratification process. 

Britain already has ratified, while 
the United States and France have 
taken the major necessary steps to- 
ward complying with treaty proce- 
dures. At the time of the U. S. ratifi- 
cation, Russia had failed to act in 
the matter at all.
